The Finances All Right. 
— Gage oe ere of the financial end 


in the line of a suggestion that it was unneces- 
sary to say little until the subscription list 
had been challenged. He spoke as follows: 

As President of this corporation, in company 
with my associates, we have prepared and sub- 
mitted, through 2 — Secretary, what has been 
already read and reported, showing the state of 
the corporation known as the World's Colum- 
bian Exposition. We heve shown, ove: the cer- 
tificate of the Secretary, that the books show a 
complete organization and subscribed capi 
tal of _ $5,00,000. The Treasurer's re- 
port shows cash in the treasury 
of $668,000 net. These things we submit. as we 
have apprehended it to be our duty to come 
Within the provisions of Sec. 5, which required 
us to show you and satisfy you of these two 
facts: The validity of the subscription to the 
stock of the organization and our financial situa- 
tion, which by law must show at least $500,000 in 
the treasury. Now I would much rather answer 
questions about that side of it. 

For mouths and months it has been our un- 
pleasant duty to hear from many sides al) man- 
ner of aspersions against a stock organization 
created under the laws of the State of IIhirois, 
the members of which are as respectabie and re- 
sponsibdie for their obligations as the mem- 
bers of any other stock organization im 
any city or apy country in the world, 
[Applause] And we do not come here 
with the presumption that we are obliged 
to assume that the burden of the great proof is 
upon us to show what is affirmatively true, and 1 
do not know how to proceed upon that branch of 
the argument unless there are some doubts. If 
there are men who do not believe that 
tne subscriptions are bona fide, that they 
are valid, that they are within the pro- 
visions of our own law, that they can be col- 
lected, I would like to answer such doubts. 
There is no reason to introduce evidence to a 
man who is already satisfiea. We have not gone 
into any full statement of our financial condi- 
tion. e have gone into the statement suff 
cient to come within the requirements of your 
duty under the law to know that there is 6500. 000 
in the treasury. We are perfectly willing to an- 
swerany questions you wish to ask us about 
that. How did we getit? How much of a call 
upon the stock did it take? How much is derelict 
upon any call? Any such information you wan 
we are ready to give it. 

Mr. Sewell—If Mr. Gage will allow me to in- 
terrupt him, the committee was instructed when 
appointed as a committee of conference to ex- 
amine and thoroughly go over the finances, and, 
as | understand the Chairman, be conveyed a re- 
port and we agreed that the financial situation 
was all satisfactory to this commission, that it 
was perfect, so far as it could make it up at this 
time, and so intended to report. I now make 
that statement as a member of that committee 
in order that there will be no time cousumed in 
relation to the finances. 

Ana that ended finances. Mr. 
speech was applauded, and the Commission: 
ers ali seemed satisfied that Chicago was all 
right financially, 

it took but a few minutes to order the re- 
port printed and laid over until today, and 
then the Commissioners started for the 
races. One or two attempts were made to 
have it referred to a committee, but they 
were unsuccessful. It is quite possible that 
it may be done today, however, as many 
Commissioners wish to have a better idea as 
to the details of the site. Moreover, now 
that they have some business on hand they 
are not so anxious to adjourn. 

lf they accept the site it will be the Jack- 
son Park clause that saves it, but it is safe 
to say that it will not be secepted without 
consijerable debate. The legal status of the 
case bothers many and it is probable that 
further informawon on that point may be 
asked for.

The sentiment of the Nauonal Commission 
seemed pretty evenly divided on the two-site 
proposition last night. Some of those who 
opposed it did so because of their feeling 
against the Lake-Front as any part of a site.. 
Still, the quiet belief among tne best-in- 
formed was, as Gen. V. D. Groner of Vir- 
givia put it, that the commission will ac- 
quiesce in the proposition of the local board 
as the only one which it can consider.”’

Commissioner William Ritchie of Ohio 
said: The Commissioners will pay defer- 
ence to the views of the local directors.

1 dort think there is any doubt that trans- 
portation can be arranged for carrying pas- 
sengers rapidly and conveniently from one 
point to the other, and I don’t know but 
there would be some benefitin getting fresh 
air from these railroad or steamboat rides.“ 

J. E. Garvin of Indiana said: “I am not 
struck favorably by the Lake-Front scheme. 
I don’t lke the idea of filling this land and 
building on it. At first when the directors 
were divided I had no idea of consenting to 
the Lake-Front. But they are so unanimous 
now. that it puts a different face on the mat- 
ter. 1 think wesbouid defer to the opinion 
of the local directors to e considerabie ex- 
tent. 

Dr. Cochrane of Texas said the plan as sub- 
mitted dy the directors eliminated tne ques- 
tion of madequacy. “I have made up my 
mind to support the proposition,’’ said he. 
“i think the explanation was sufficient. I 
believe the parties that furnish the money to 
make this «air a success should have the 
naming of the site.

Governors of Three States Honor the O- 


sion by Their Presence—Tammany Ball 
Sends a Wreath of Roses—Senator Tur- 
ple Reviews the Ex-Vice-President’s 
Career, Dwelling Upon His Course at 
the Conclusion of the War—Letters of 
Regret. 


Inpraxapotis, Ind., July 1—The mont- 
ment that was unveiled to the late Vice- 


President Thomas A. Hendricks today is an 


expression of the love with which a State 


and Nation cherish we memory of a great 


man, 
| People crowded the trains, coming from 
every direction. By noon the central portion 
‘of the city was a surging mass of ‘people. 
Never before was there such a display of 
bunting in this city. 


The day smiled upon the occasion. 


The e was a notable one. The pro- 


cession formed on the circle about the new 
Soidiert“ Monument. In the line, besides 
the local and State organizations, were: The 
Duckworth Club of Cincinnati, the County 


acy of Chicago, the Thurman Club 
lumbus, O., the Miami Club 
Hamilton, O., the Hendricks 
Club of St. Louis, and many smaller organi- 
zations. Music was furnished by numerous 
bands from abroad, inciuding the Second 
Regiment Band of Chicago. The line, about 


a mile in length, moved at 1 o’clock to the 


site of the statue at the southeast corner of 
the State-House grounds. Gov.J. E. Campbell 
of Onio and his brilliantiy-decorated staff,

on caparisoned borses, followed the staff of 
Grand Marshal Kneffier. In the first car- 
riage sat Mrs. Hendricks, Senator Turpie, 
Sculptor R. H. Parks, and President Rand of 
the Monument Association. At the 
monument an amphitheater had been 
erected for the distinguished guests 
and a chorus of 1,000 school children. 
The Second Regiment Band of Chicago en- 
tered tne inclosure after a considerabie de- 
lay and played an overture. The crowd 
hushed as the fresh voices of the little school 
children swelled in the patriotic song: The 
Model Republic.“ 

Gov. Alvin P. Hovey of Indiana welcomed 
the visitors. He said: 

‘**As Governor of the State, and in the 
nameana on behalf of tue State, I give you all 
a hearty welcome. For the courtesy shown 
by Gov. Hill of New York, Goy. Camp- 
bell of Ohio, and Gov. Francis of 
Missouri, and the members of their staffs 
in hoporing this ceremony with their pres- 
ence L return the grateful acknowledgments 
and thanks of the many thousand friends of 
the dead and distinguished statesman. 
now introduce to you Judge Rand, President 
of the Hendicks Monument Association.“ 

Judge Rana briefly reviewed the history of 
the Monument Associawuon, and the Rev. Dr. 
J. S. Jenckes of St. Paul's Episcopal Cuurch 
invoked the divine blessing on the occasion. 

Gen. Sickles was led forward. He liftea 
himself into the ‘stand on his crutches. 
Judge Rand met bim and said: I now in- 
troduce to you Gen. Sickles, who brings a 
memprial from Tammany Hall.“ Gen. Sick- 
les said: 

I am commissioned by the most ancient polit- 
ical organization in this country to bring this 
tribute and piace it on the tomb of Hendricks, 
More than thirty years ago I was commissioned 
to place one on Daniel Webster's tomb. Hen- 
dricks was the colleague of Morton, Chase, Lin- 
coln,| and Douglas—all giants ef the great 
West. No country can lose such leaders without 
deep and longfeit emotion. In conclusion, al- 
low me to hund this to you, madam, in memory of 
your husband, who ever cherished the principles 
of Democracy and whose memory will de ever 
dear to Tammany Hall. ~~ 

He h anc ed to Mrs. Hendricks a handsome 
wreath made of white roses, and Mrs. Hea- 
dricks, who was attired in deep black with a 
loug mourning veil, stepped forward and, 
with a deep bow and a few words, received 
it. Judge Rand then read the historical 
statement, and again the children’s voices 
swelled im the strains of America.“ As 
they died away Judge Rand arose and said: 
„Ladies and gentlemen: We will now unveil 
the Hendricks monument.“ 

Taking the arm of Mrs. Hendricks he es- 
cortea her to the base of the monument, 
where she drew the veil of the National 
colors from the bronze figure of her husband 
amid the shouts of wat vast throng and the 
booming of the cannon. 

An ode written by James Whitcomb * 
for this occasion was then read, after whic 
Senator Turpie of Indiana made the address 
of the day. 

| Senator Turple’s Address. 

In the course of his speech he said: 

In 1848 he (Hendricks) made his first appear- 
ance in public as a Representative from the 
County of Shelby in the General Assembly. 
During the session of the Legislature de jntro- 
duced a bill. which subsequently became a 
raw, authorizing the calling of & ‘conven- 
tion to alter the Constitution of te 
State. He seems to have been chosen 
withcut solicitation on his part, as a delegate to 
this convention, which met a: Indianapolis in 
1850, He was diligent in his attendance upon its 
proceedings, much employed upon the committee 
work of the body. and his speeches upon some of 
the principal subjects of discussion therein show 
a command of language and a maturity of thought 
not 3 sO young a member. 

It was midwWay in the course of his iife, dat 
from tho time of his majority, that a great even 
occurred therein—the war for the Union between 
the adhering and seceding States. The com- 
mencement of hostilities found him a private 
citizen just defeated as a candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship. Though in retirement, he was yet a 
man of mark. 

His judgment upon the questions of that perilous 
time was prompt, decided. As early as Apri 
1861, in the first month of the war, he wrote an 
published these words: “Since the war com- 
menaced I have untformly said that I 
regarded it as the duty of the citizens 
of Indiana to respect and to maintain the 
authority of the General Government, and to 
give an honest and eurnest support to the prose- 
cution of the war until in the providence of God 
it may be brought to an honorabie conclusion 
and tbe blessings of peace be restored to our 
country, postponing until that time all con- 
troversy relating to the causes and responsibility 
therefor.” 2 
On the same tenor were his numerous ad- 
d es to the people in the political campaign of 

which immediately preceded his election to 
Senate of the United States. He entered 
yn hie duties as a Senator from the State of 
nana March 4, 1863, and served as such for a 
m of six years. ‘ 
pon the adjournment of the Thirty-eichth 
pgress, in the spring of 1865, he called upon 
President before departing for his hame in 
the West. President Lincoln said. in the pres- 
ende of quite a number of nis own personal 
friends and supporters: We have differed in 
politics, Senator Hendricks, but you have al- 
Ways treated my Administration with fairness; 
and they will soon have such cause of rejoicing 
over there.“ poiating to the southern side of the 
Potomac, “that presently there may between 
ere and you no differences.”

Amid the clangor of arms, the shoutings and 
thunders of embattied hosts scarcely died away, 
he was preéminently the civilian and publicist of 
that momentous and perplexing period. 

Of Hendricks, more than of any other actor in 
that era, it may be said: he realized history. 
Years before the felicitous effects of these were 
felt he realized the aspirations, , the steadfast at- 
tachment and devoton of out whole people to 
their imposing ideal of a perfect, unbroken Na- 
tional integrity. 5 

The term of service of Mr. Hendricks as a Sen- 
ator of the United States ended the 3d day of 
March, 1869. In October, 1872, a little more than 
three years afterward, he was elected Governor 
of Indiana. He was the first person of his purty 
chosen to such position in any of the Northern 
States after the war. 

His administration as Governor was noted by 
the most seduious attention to every detail of 
the pubiic business of the State, ana especially 
by his very earnest recommendations in behalf 
of the institutions of benevolence and reform or- 
ganized under legislative authority. 

In 1880, though only a private citizen, his 
labors in the Presidential canvass were ard- 
uous, including many and distant constitu- 
encies: He accepted the defeat of his party 
only with the prospect of renewing with alac- 
rity his work for its future success. In 1884 
he was nominated by the National Democratic 
Convention of Chicago for the Vice-Presidency 
of the United States. The pluce was unsanght, 
unwished for; but in deference to the unanimous 
voice of the convention he once more entered 
the lists as a candidate for popular favor. 

The choice of the convention was approved by 
the vote of the Electoral Colleges. He 
was inducted into office March 4, 1885, 
and presided for the brief period of the 
special session, usual held at the 
commencement of a new Administration, over 
that assembly of which he had formerly deen s0 
distinguished a member. After the adjournment of 
the Senate he made a short tour to New En- 
land in fulflilment of certain engagements, 
thende returumg to Indiana. He died suddenly 
at his home in Indianapolis the afternoon of the 
25th of November, 1885. The obsequies occurred 
Tuesday. Dec. 1, and were attended by repre- 
sentatives from every department of the Gov- 
ernment, by a large e¢oncourse of the 
people of his city and State, 
from all parts of the country.

It is 
clear stealing, and this accounts for the 
ability of the gamblers to offer such huge 
bribes. The last thing they can afford is to 
pay anything more to their victims than is 
necessary to keep the swindle going.

„THE NEW FOURTH OF JULY STATES. 

Wyoming and Idabo will be the next Sfates 
to enter the Union, and the Fourth of July 
has been chosen as the date for the formal 
proclamation by the President announcing 
their admission. 
as the Centennial State, and henceforth 
Idaho and Wyoming will be celebrated as 
the Fourth of July states. No preliminaries 
to their admission have to be settled, as both 
bills accep., ratify, and confirm the Consti- 
tutions which the people of the Territories 
have formulated, and all that remains is the 
President's approval, which it is believed 
can. be bad on the Fourth of July, thus add- 
ing fresh reasons tog jubilation and giving 
the old flag forty-four stars on the day of 
gicrious memories. The four latest acces- 
sions to the Union are November States—the 
Dakotas having entered the 2d, Montana the 
Sth, and Washington the 11th of that month. 

The outlook for the material prosperity of 
idaho is not so promising as that of Wyo- 
ming, but its people are made up of the best 
class, native and foreign, the latter being 
largely. Scandinavians, and they point to 
their resources with just pride. It is douot- 
ful whether the census will give them over 
100,000 people. It is more likely to fall a lit- 
tie short of that number. At the election of 
1888 Idaho cast 16,013 votes, which would 
indicate a population of about 80,000, 
but the people reply to this that the vote does 
not represent iairly the populadon, as large 
numbers are so remote from polling places 
thiat they do not vote at all, and many of the 
foreigners in the farming regions as yet are 
not naturalized. The advocates of Idaho in- 
deed ure prepared to claim a population of 
125,000. The area of the Territory is 84,800 
square miles, or about 16,000 less than Wy- 
oming. Of the 55,000,000 acres 18,000,000 are 
mountainous, 15,000,000 can be irrigated and 
used for farming, 7,000,000 are forests, and 
the baiance grazing lands. Mis fifth in the 
list of bullion producers and has very diver- 
sified mineral resources, including gold, sil- 
ver, iron, copper. tin, sulphur, mica, marble, 
sandstone, and other building materials. It 
bas 1,000 miles of railroad, 376 schools and 
20,438 children of schoo! age, $60,000,000 prop- 
erty valuation, and a small debt. 

Neither Idaho nor Wyoming is a strong 
State, but both are full of hope, courage, and 
faith, and are filled with a brave, resolute, 
and industrious people. If they are not 
populous they have at least as large a popu- 
lation as eighteen of the old Territories had 
when they were admitted, and therefore 
as much are entitled to admission. It is not 
denied that the populauon is unobjection- 
able in character aud that both the new 
States hava good prospects, and that is all 
that is necessary. With these two States 
ends the list of admissions. until Utah, 
Arizona, and New Mexico have qualifiea 
themséives, the first named by giving up 
polygamy and disloyalty, and the last two 
by union in one State so as to overcome the 
un-American Greasers. 


JACKSON PARK AND THE LAKE-FRONT. 

At the meeting of the World's Fair Direct- 
ors Saturday the follewing resolution was 
adopted by a vote of two to one: 


Resoloed, That this board adopt the Lake 
Front as the site for the location of the World's 
Cvlumbian Exposition, and that the Committee 
on Grounds and Buildings be directed, with the 
approval of the National Commission, to proceed 
at once with the necessury preparations and 
work, and in case more space shall be found 
necessary for the purposes of the Exposition the 
corporation pledges itself to provide such addi- 
tional space. 


At a meeting of the same body held yes- 


terday the following resolution was adopted 


unanimously: 


Resolved, That this board hereby adopts, sub- 
ject to the concurrénce of the authorities having 

urisdiction thereof, the Lake-Front and Jackson 

ark as the site for the location of the Worid's 
Columbian Exposition, it being the intention of 
the board to muke as large a use as may be pos 
sible of room now existing or that may hereafter 
be gained on the Lake-Front and use Jackson 
Park so far as may be necessary to provide ade- 
quate room and buildings for the Exposition. 


This bringing forward of Jackson Park 
was due to the ron-action of the Council. 
At its meeting Monday night that body, in- 
stead of concurring in the arrangement with 
tne IIlinois Central about the Lake-Front, 
postponed consideration of the subject till 
its next meeting. The National Commission 
Was expressing unmistakably its wish that 
tne directors should hurry up and submit a 
site. They hardly could tender the Lake- 
Front alone in view of what the Council haa 
done, and so they lumped Jackson Park and 
the Lake-Froat and then offered them as a 
site, 

This may be considered a substantial com- 
pliance with the law. The two pieces of 
ground are connected as directly as two sep- 
arate parcels wellcan be. A person can go 
on board a vessel at the dock of one and be 
put.ashore on the east front of the other in 
haif an hour, or be can step from the fair- 
grounds on a train and be landed at the west 
frontof the other section in a quarter of an 
hour, paying only 10 ceuts for the trip. There 
will be less inconvenience in going from one 
to the other part of the site than if they were 
only an eighth of a mile apart and without 
the avenues of communication they now have. 

If thgre from any cause should happen to 
be a shortage of ground on the Lake-Front it 
can be made up at Jackson Park. If unfore- 
seen difficulties should arise so that tne for- 
mer could not be used at all there still would 
be aDundant space on the southern portion 
of the site. Inerefore, whatever may hap- 
pen, enough ground has been tendered the 
National Commission for Fair purposes. Ifa 
sufficient amount of land can be had on the 
Lake-Front the costly buiidings doubtless 
Will be erected there, so that they may not 
have to be torn down when the Fair is over. 
It tne Lake-Front is unavailabie. utterly the 
friends of that site will know that it was not 
because of anything tne directors did or did 
not do, but owing to causes which it was im- 
possible for them to control. 

THE WAY TO GET FAIR TRADE. 

The McKiniey Tariff bill, as it went to the 
Senate, provided that if me Canadian Gov- 
erament put an export duty on logs, which 
are om the free list, then the tariff on sawed 
boards, which are not on the free list, should 
be increased correspondingly. With logs on 
the free list the sawing would be doné in 
American mills. With an export duty on 
them there would be no reason why the sa w- 
ing should not be done by Canadian work- 
men in Canadian mills. 

The Finance Committee of the Senate evi- 
dently noticed this provision, for it has 
amended the wording of it somewhat while 
retaining the substance, It is strange that 
Senators Sherman, Allison, Morriil, and their 
associates aid not see that the principle of 
this provision was a sound one and should be 
made to apply to other things than logs—to 
the sugar oi Cuba and the coffee of Brazil.

It the duties are taken off raw sugars 
without any rvation Spain will proceed 
at once to et them itself somehow. If it 


it one way it will another. If 
itdoes noti se export duties it will im- 
pose something else, In 1883 the duties on 
raw sugars were lowered slightly, but it did 
not benefit the American consumer or refiner. 
Spain did not put on an export duty, nor did 
it tax the raw sugars, but it reached the 
same result by imposing a heavier land tax. 
It beheved that there was going to be a bet- 
ter market far the products of the sugar- 
planter, so it taxed him more. 

During the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1889, this country imported from Cuba sugar 
and molasses! valued at $40,000,000, out of 
total imports of $82,000,00u. Is it good policy 
to give to Spain, which never has been a 
great friend af this country, the revenues 
which the Unitea States hitherto has had 
from these sugars? Common sense says no; 
patriotism says no. The Tariff bill should be 
amended 60 as to provide that Spain must 
drop her duties on American breadstuffs, 
etc., before the sugars of Cuba can come in 
free, and ais that tit tries in any manner, 
shape, or farm to collect those duties on 
sugars which the United States renounces 
this country will put theron back at once. 
It would npt pe long before Spain, finding 
it could get Ro more revenue out of Cuba, 
would begin to squirm. 

The bill should be amende& also so as to 
have similar provisions on the subject of 


coffee, in order that Brazil may be brought to 


time, Then the interests of the country will 
be defended reasonably well, and there will 
be a chance for fair trade and honest reci- 
procity. 


THE NATIONAL ELECIION LAW, 
A cal Democratic paper says: 


While no one denies that Congress has the 
power to regulate the time, place, and manner 
of holding the Congressional elections, it is a 
power that has never been exercised iu the 100 
years of the Federal Government. Nor was it 
ever intended to be exercised so long as the 
States made guitabie reguiations on the subject. 


The facts dre otherwise. Congress has on 
numerous ocrasions exercised a power which 
the ‘**‘ Federalist”? claimed for it before the 
adoption of the Constitution, and which 
Chief Justiçeg Marshall said afterwards it 
possessed. This power was first used imgi842, 
when an act was passed requiring that the 
members of ‘the House be chosen by districts. 
Prior to that time they had been chosen in 
some of the States by districts and in others 
by general ticket. In 1844 the Committee on 
Elections of the House, of which Stephen A. 
Douglas was the Chairman, made à report 
ques tion ing the constitutionality of the law, 
but it was sustained, aud has been in force 
ever since. Were a State to disobey it it 
would be ne¢essary for Congress to make the 
apportionment itself. 

On subsequent occasions Congress found 
it necessary to provide that the districts 
should be made of contiguous territory ana 
as nearly eqhal as possible in population. At 
a still later day Congress made another 
change in the manner of voting by directing 
that all ballets should be either written or 
printed. That put it out of the power of any 
State to have viva voce voting at the elec- 
tion of Representatives, though it might if it 
chose for State officers. Congress has also 
provided that the elections of members of 
the House shall be heid on the same day. It 
thus has made regulations as to time, place, 
and manner, and it can make more whenever 
it pleases, for it has fuil power over the sub- 
ject. The States, it must be remembered, 
have no inherent right to elect Congressmen. 
Whatever right they have comes from the 
Constitution, which gives to Congress the 
power to make such regulations as it sees fit. 

The framers of the Constitution felt that 
it would not be necessary for Congress to 
act so long as the States made suitable res- 
ulations.“ But it appears that on various 
occasions during the last hundred years 
many of them failed to do so, and thereupon 
Congress acted. Such is the case now. 
Some States, ike South Carolina, have elec- 
tion laws which contain most unsuitable 
provisions regarding the method of voting 
for members of the Lower House. Other 
States do not offend in that way, but they 
have shown that what reguiations they do 
have are not efticient. They do not give to 
all the voters a chance to cast their bailots 
for Congressmen, In some States tne right 
1s denied to a majority of the electors. The 
time has come therefore for Congress to 
make a suitable regulation“ on tue sub- 
jeot. 

Every one who is familiar with elections in 
some of the Southern States and who is in 
favor of allowing the voters to express tneir 
honest sentiments in the choice of members 
of me National Legisiature appreciates the 
foresight of Hamilton when he said: 


They have submitted the regulation of elections 
for the Federal Government in the first instance 
to the local aaministrations, which, in ordinary 
cases and where no improper views prevail, may 
be both more convenient and more satisfactory; - 
but they have reserved to the National authority 
a right to interpose whenever extraordifary cir- 
cumstances might render that interposition nec- 
essary to its safety. 


W hen there is a question as to the honesty 
and fairness of the methods employed in the 
election of a tenthof the members of the 
House of Representatives the ‘‘extraordi- 
nary circumstances’’ mentioned by Hamil- 
ton may be said te ‘ave arisen. 


MICHIGAN AV“£NUZ PRUPZRTY-OWNERS 
Gu TO LAW. 

Some of the property-owners on Michigan 
avenue, between Congress street and Park 
row, have, pursuant to their threat, filed a 
bill to enjoin the Worid's Fair company from 
erecting any buildings or doing any other 
work preparatory to holding the Fair on the 
Lake-Front, on the ground that tne owners 
of the property in question are entitled to an 
unobstructed view of the lake. 

So they are, until they have been deprived 
of it in accordance with due process of law. 
They claim that if the directors of the Fair 
are not enjoined they will be deprived for 
one or more years of the refreshing view of 
the lake, or if costiy buildings which may be 
erected on the Lake-Front are allowed to 
remain mere when the Exposition is over 
some of them never again will be able to see 
Lake Michigan. For the damage done them,“ 
whether temporary or permanent, they 
should be compensated, and the directors, 
who are full of benevolence, have thought 
out a way in which to do it. 

One of the bills to be submitted at the spe- 
cial session of the Legisiature this month 
will confer on the city, which can exercise at 
present the right of eminent domain only for 
the opening and widening of streets, etc., 
the right to exercise it for World’s Fair pur- 
poses. When that is the law the city can go 
into court ana proceed to condemn the ease- 
ment or right toa view of the lake of this 
Michigan avenue property. A jury will de- 
termine how much it is worth, and when tne 
money has been paid the easement is at an end. 
It migat be that the jury would, determine 
that the value of g this right of 
view was purely nominal, and that the 


‘objectors’ property. was worth more than it 


was of old, after a beautiful building, tne 
home of art and learning, replaced the 
scanty stretch of dingy grass bordered by a 
dozen railroad tracks.

HOW TO KEZP COOL, 

The physicians and health people just now 
are engaged in answering the oft-repeated 
question, What shall wedo to keep cool? They 
advise the avoidance of meat, of wearing 
black clothes, of ice water, of over mental 
and physical exertion, and recommend fre- 
q'ient cold baths, lignt eatmg of light food, 
cold acid drinks, keeping in the shade, milk, 
iced tea, carbonated waters, etc. All these 
recommendations are excelient so far as they 
can be carried out, but chere are two others 
which are worth all these combined. The 
first is not to worry about the heat. It is 
absurd when the thermometer is rising to 
get excited about it, for excitement is the 
nateral provocative of heat. Resentment 
against the weather will not reduce the tem- 
perature. It is not goimg to make it any cool- 
er to talk about the weather, to complain of 
it, to inlorm other people itis hot when they 
know all about it, or to get mad over it. 
Among the excesses to be avoided, excess of 
temper and worry is one of the most impor- 
tant. With ordinary care in living and moy- 
ing about, the observance of a few hygiéenic* 
precautions, and a philosophical frame of 
mind, however high the mercury may mount, 
if not with the pious resignation with which 
the gentle Shepherd of Salisbury Plain ac- 
cepted any weather which was sent him, it 
will be possible to endure heat with equanim- 
ity, even if one may not keep cool. 

ihe second consideration is the most im 
portant of all. One of our physicians, when 
questioned, said: You mustn’t drink alco- 
holic liquors. A good many more than half 
tne people who are hit have tried to keep cool 
with alcoholic drinks.“ The asserwon is 
amply borne out by the statistics of sun- 
stroke. Alcoholic liquor is the most prolitic 
cause of fatality by heat in any of its forms, 
sunstroke, exhaustion, nervous prostration, 
or otherwise. This has been known for 
years, and yet with the folly, perversity, 
and worse than asinine ignorance of human 
nature, multitudes of men who restrain their 
appetites within reasonable bounds when it 
is cool and liquor is not necessarily dan- 
gerous rush to the barroom and fill 
themselves up with fiery compounds the 
moment the mercury mounts into the nine- 
ties, increasing tue doses as it grows hotter. 
Then they go out into the heat and are sun- 
struck and their deaths are charged to 
Divine Providence, to spiritual interposition 
instead of spirituous causes. Deploring 
death as an evil they do everything in their 
power to provoke it, and when most in need 
of their brains put in the enemy that steals 
them away. Tbere is no better prophylactic 
against suostroke than water, no surer 
provocative of it than beer, vinous and 
alcoholic liquors. One of our prominent 
medical journals contains this sensible ad- 
vice: 

To avoid sunstroke exercise in excessively hot 
weather should be very moderate; the clothing 
should be thin and loose, and an abundance of 
cold water should be drank. Workmen and sol- 
diers should understand that as soon as they 
cease to perspire while working or warching in 
the hot sun they are in danger of sunstroke, and 
they should immediately drink water freeiy and 
copiously, to afford matter for cutaneous trans- 
piration; keep the skin and clothing wet with 
water. Impending sunstroke may often be 
warded off by these simple measures. Laborers 
and others who adopt this measure, washing 
their hands and faces as well as drinking co- 
piously of water every time they come within 
reach of it, will generally enjoy perfect immun 
ty from sunstroke. Straw bats should be worn, 
ventilated at the top, and the crown of the hat 
filled with green leaves Of a Wet sponge. It is 
better to wear thin flannel shirts in order not to 
check perspiration. We may expose ourselve« 
for a long time im the hot sua and work or sleep 
in a heated room and enjoy perfect immunity 


from sunstroke if we keep our skin and clothing 
wet with water. 


With plenty of cold water and the absence 
of fret and worry there is no reason why a 
person should tear sunstrokes or suffer inor- 
dinately from heat, except in isolated cases 
where overexertion is unavoidabie, but even 
in these the danger will be lessened greatly.

Dickens. I never can forget it. I have read 
Dickens entire to my family and have seen them 
moved by all of the emotions of that wonderful— 
to me—novelist, So, While the spirit was upon 
me, I satin the chair where Dickens sat and 
wrote, on the desk where Dickens wrote, a letter 
to my children, all of whom love him so much.“ 

The request for a copy of the letter for THE 
TRIBUNE was, at first, politely declined on the 
ground that it was not written for publication. 
This objection having been overcome the schol- 
arly lawyer and fond father said: ‘ 

But under no circumstances can I consent to 
the use of my name in connection with the letter. 
That would not do, and Iam sure you will see 
the propriety of my request.” 

This request having been complied with the 
letter is here presented, with the lawyer's own 
caption: 


A DAY IN THE DICKENS COUNTRY. 
(FOR MY CHILDREN.) 

“This Sunday morning I left London and all 
its noises and smoke and rattling wagons; and 
all its show, and work of art, and the artisan; 
its great buildings, its churches, abbeys, muse 
ums, theaters, and at 10 o'elock I reached the 
City of Rochester in the beautiful County of 
Kent. Hither I have come for one sole purpose 
—to see the home and land of Charles Dickens. 
I have seea them, and of them I write to my de- 
loved children so far, far away. 

“Of Rochester I say but little. It is a city of 
25,000 inhabitants and is largely a manutacturing 
city. Connected with and adjdining it are 
Chgtham, Stroud, and Brompton. It is a very 
old city, with a cathedral some centuries of 
age, with very ancient buildings and very 
narrow streets and roads. It has a famous and 
venerable hotel called the Royal Victoria and 
Bull,’ and of this I must write. It is a stone 
building three, stories in beight and three cen 
turies in age. Extérnally it is the plainest of 
buildings. It is made of stone, and 
has a courtyard in the center, into which 
the stranger enters to reach the door. It 
is a rambiing oid house, with wandering stair- 
ways, funny landings with curious banisters, 
rooms with low ceilings and great fireplaces, 
and the oddest old furniture and bric-A-brac ever 
seen. 0 ting-room, in which a grate fire is 
now tang was once the working-room of 
Crérles Dickens. I am sitting in the great nov- 
ejist’s favorite chair, made for reclining, some- 
thing like the chair travelers use on shipboard. 
Here, and on the table where I write, he sent 
fo the world the humor and pathos of * Pick- 
wick,’ Indeed, much of this great story finds 
us scene within these walls. My bedroom is the

One of the 
rooms is used by the Ow! Club, of which he was 
once a member—a low, dark room, with a large, 
long table covered with pipes for smoking, and 
easy-chairs and sofas. 

“ Dickens’ home was at Gad’s Hill, three miles 
away, but years ago he used to be here often, 
and here sleep and work. 

“At 11 o'clock we started in a carriage for 
Gad's Hill—fatner, uncle, and L. No more beau- 
tiful drive could be imagined—the whole country 
in May bloom; the greenest of grass; the hop- 
vines just beginning; the oak and maple and 
ivy and holly glorious with new leaves; the an- 
cient houses on every side picturesque and 
quaintly romantic. And what wonderful stone

"We reached Gad’s Hiill—the home of Dick- 
ens. Behind a wall and a hedge overtopping it 
stands the house—built of red brick and two and 
a half stories in neight—a quaiat old place. It 
looks to the scuth, and ss, perhaps, 100 feet back 
from the road; it is surrounded by lovely lawns 
decorated with roses. In ons corner of the in- 
closure, which is ‘about the size of Ted’s, is 
Dickens’ rosary, a perfect mass of rose-bushes. 
This rosary is surrounded by a high brick wall 
and thus made separate from the lawns. I mail 
in an envelope ivy leaves which I plucked from 
underneath the house windows, 

“T should have told how we obtained admis- 
sion. At the locked gate I rang a bell, and pres- 
ently appeared a tidy looking domestic, to 
whom I handed my card and asked to be admit- 
ted. She saja that Mayor Bunddar, the owner of 
the place, was at church with his family, but 
she would take the responsibility of admit- 
ting us. We went into the house through the 
front door and entered the hall. This is wide 
and long and ruus through the building.; From 
it goes a winding stairease to the upper floors. 
As to this I noticed one peculiarity—the banis- 
ters are not open work as ours at home are. The 
spaces between the upright rods are filled in 
wito oak, looking like panels, and handsomely 
decorated. This was Dickens’ own idea. 

To the right of this great hall is the great 
man’s library, of which we have a picture 
at home. The inside of the door is filled 
apparently with rare books elegantly bound 
in Russia and Turkish. But they are not books 
—only the backs of books; and these are en- 
titied in a veryamusmg and absurd way. Here 
the humor and sense of fun of the novelist show 
themselves. Here are thé titles of some of 
them: ‘Burke (of Edinburg) on the Sublime 
ano Beautiful,“ ‘Commonplace Book of the 
Oldest Inhabitant,’ Hau Shakspeare’s Uncle 
a Singing Face? ‘Was Shakspeare’s Father 
Merry? *Phrenology—lItalian Organs,’ ‘ Pax- 
ton’s Bloomers,’ Cat's Lives,’ Capt. Cook’s 
Life of Savage,’ ‘History of tne Min- 
ing Ages,’ ‘Five Minutes in China,’ Han- 
sard’s Guide to Refreshing Sleep,“ ‘The 
Quarrelly Review,’ ‘The Wisdom of Our 
Ancestors,’ The Books of Moses and His 
Sons,” ‘The Scotch Fiddle-—Burns,’ ‘Shelley's 
Oysters,’ ‘The Pleasures of Boredom,’ 
*‘Water-Works of Father Mathew,’ ‘Swallows 
on Emigration,’ ‘History of a Short Chancery 
Suit,’ Cockatoos on Perch,’ Kant's Eminent 
Humbnugs,’ The Gunpowder Magazine.“ Dar- 
win’s Recollections of Nothing,’ A. Carpen- 
ter’s Bench of Bishops.’

„The library is a little more than half the size 
of ours at home, and is lighted by the large win- 
dows—which appear in the picture—on the 
south. Three sides of the room are filled with 
shelves and books. The former are biack wal- 
nut, and from their edges hangs leather protec- 
tion for the books exactly like the ones on ours. 
‘The room is heated by a fireplace and lighted by 


a chandelier for gas, whichis made to move up 


and down.

„% From the desk in the windows one has a 
beautiful view of the loveliest scenery in the 
garden-county of Kent. Across the hall from 
the library is the drawing-room, which is twice 
as large as our library and a trifle wider. This 
is furnished elegantly,and fitted with mirrors, 
which are set into the walle as if they were a 
part of them. To the north of this room and 
opening into the hall is the dining-room, very 
spacious. Here on one side is a large old-fash- 
ioned fireplace; and at the next end is the con- 
servatory filied with beautiful and fragrant 
flowers and plants. Dickens died in this dining- 
room. He was sitting at dinner and being taken 
suddenly ili started for the couservatory, at the 
door of which he staggered, reeled, and fell 
headlong, dead. His body was kept here until 
it wus removed to Westminster Abbey. 

„Across the hailway from the dining-room is a 
general sitting-room. Here are cozy chairs and 
sofa, and the walis are adorned with engravings 
and photographs. We did not go up-stairs. Aft- 
er seeing whatI have described we went again 
into the front lawns. There we saw, leading from 
them to a beautiful park, which Dickens owned, 
a tunnel underneath the highway. Here be used 
to walk and think and talk, He called this tun- 
nel and the entrance to it, which is wild with ivy, 

the ‘Wilderness.’ I forgot to say that the whole 
soi ia nearly covered with the greenest and 
most glittering ot iv mes. 

„We talked pleasantly with the servant -giri. 
gave her a small fee for her service and kindness 
to us, wa ved a lingering farewell to dear Diek 
ens old home, and journeyed on.

New YoRK, July 1—([Special.}—President

He reiterated what he suid at Pittsburg—that 
the National League intended to continue in 
business. He also said that the capital stock of 
the New York League Ciub had beeu ‘increased 
materially in order to meet the demands of the 
fight with the Players’ League. He could not 
answer for what the other clubs of the National 
League mean to do, but. so far as he is concerned 
the New York club will remain in the-fight to 
the bitter end. 

A gentleman intimately connected with the 
base-ball buginess who does not wish nis name 
published, but whose utterances are semi-official, 
as far as the older league is concerned, said this 
evening: “Asa mattor of fact, both the leading 
organizations are losing money hand over fist. 
The two big leagues are now merely trying to 
bolster up their courage by every means in their 
power. in their hearts I know the stockholders 
on both sides are very weary of the fight. 

Taken ap a Whole, I should say the attend- 
ance at the brotherhood games has been 20 per 
cent larger than thatof the National League, 
but even this hasn't paid expenses. At some 
National League games not morethan a hundred 
peopie have been present by actual count. 

“It 19 absurd to talk about the National 
League giving up the fight.

TO BUILD MORE VESSELS, 


Circulars from the Navy Department About 
the Coast-Line Battie-ships. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., July 1.—The Navy 
Department has issued a circular inviting 
proposals for building the three 8,500-ton 
coast-line battle-ships whose constructuon 
was authorized by the Naval appropriation 
act passed by Congress a few days ago. 
The vessels are to cost, exclusive’ of arm- 
ament, not more than $4,000,000 each, the 
term armament including besides the guns 
and ammunition all armor of turrets, bar- 
bettes, gun shields, ahd armored tubes di- 
rectly pertaining to the protection 
of the guns and loading positions. All parts 
of the vessel shall be of domestic 
manufacture. Proposals may be made under 
two classes: For tne construction of the 
whole vessel according to the department’s 
plans and 5 and for the con- 
struction of its hull or machinery, or both, 
according to plans and specifications to be 
submitted by tne biader. ull information 
of all requirements for the vessels will be 
turnished on application to the department. 

Representative Adams of Illinois today

HAD THE SAME RIGHTS AS WHITE MEN

A Muvsauker Negro Secures * Damages 
Against a heater Manager. 

Mitwavukes, Wis., July 1—[Speciat.}— 
That the colored man has che same rights as 
the white man was determined bya jury in 
the Circuit Court this afterncon. For the 
last two days the court has boen occupied 
with the cause of Owen Howell vs. Jacob 
Litt, manager of the Bijou Opera-House. 
Howell, who is a colored citizen, was ejected 
from the parquette of the Bijou Theater one 
evening about a year ago because the 
ruies of the Theater prevented a colored 
man from occupying a seat down-stairs, the 
galleries alone being open to him. Accord- 
ing to the testimony Howell secured a par- 
quette seat through a messenger boy sent to 
the bax-office. After taking tne Seat he was 
given his choice of a seat in the gallery or 


} refunding dis money. He refused both, 


whereupon be was forcibly ejected. The oc- 
currence created such indignation among the 
colored residents of the city that at a mass- 
meeting a fund was raised to bring legal pro- 
ceedings. Judge Johnson’s charge was in fa- 
vor of the plaintiff, and aiter being out twen- 
Ly minutes the jury awarded Howell $100 
damages. His suit was for G. 000. 

Guo Wa, the alleged Chinese doctor and 
his two associates, are now under $15,000 
bonds, $38,000 of which holds them for trial 
in the Criminal Court under a State warrant 
and $12,000 to the United States Court.

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The Stevedores’ Strike Extends to the 
Freight Haodiers in the Warehouse 
Both Sides Confident of Victory Today 
Desperate Fight at the Indiana Ele- 
vator Between Man and Dog-~-A Half 
Million Bushels of Corn Taken by One 
Ling for Baltimore Export. 


The tie-up of the railroad propeller lines be- 
came complete yesterday, when the montnly em- 
Ployés, numbering some 200 men, struck for an 
adyance in wages from $50 to $55 a month. The 
Union Line had the Portage about half unloaded 
by its monthly freight-handlers when they went 
out. A dozen stevedores were picked up and 
work continued until night. The freight-house 
men at the Anchor Line refused to a man to go 
On board a antl 

The line agents held a meeting, but did noth- 
ing toward granting the advance demanded of 
from 20 to 25 cents an hour. The stevedores, it 
was believed, would return to work today. as the 
near approach of the Fourth wov!d make them 
want work badly. A line agent who happened 
to pass a group of 2 was importuned to 
give them a quarter apiece for something to eat. 
As the stevedores live from day to day on what 
they make it will be a clear case of starv- 
out if ‘they return today. Some of the 
line agents believe that the return of the old men 
at former wages will result only in strikes every 
few duys until 26 cents an hour is paid finally, 
but as the instructions from Buffalo are for the 
lunes to act together these agents are outvoted. 

At7 o'clock this morning sixteen steamers, 
worth $2,500,000, will be in the Chicago River 
Waiting to be unloaded. Of these the Central Ver- 
mont will have the Haskell. McVittie, ang Lang- 
don, all due last night, and the other lines will 
have the following additions: Western Line— 
Commodore, Arabia, five boats in all; Anchor 
Line—Conestoga, four boats. 


It was claimed by the strikers that the Lehigh | 


Valley had agreed to give the 2% cents an hour 
but not full shifting time. The men refused to 
accept. 

The tie-up is a bad blow to the record-smash- 
ing performances of steamers in round trips ‘be- 
tween Lake Erie and Chicago. Both the Sus- 
quehanna and Harlem are losing valuable time 
«gainst the Owego, and their Captains are chat - 
ing at tne 28 Merchants who have some 
15,000 tons of freight on the tied up boats 
are also becoming restless. Altogetner the strike 
is @ bud affair, and had the lines granted the ad- 
vance at the outset they would have saved 
money, as the lost time of their boats has been 
much greater than the saving of 5 cents an hour 
during July, even if they win. 

Last night trouble was expected at the docks, 
but as no new Men were set to work no one was 
molested. Strikers remained on the docks all 
night for fear of an effort to set new gangs at un- 
loading the bodts. They said they would stay 
out until they won. 


Between Dog and Stevedore. 

A desperate fight between a wild shepherd dog 
and a colored stevedore in the Indiana elevator, 
— the dock, and in the river took place yester- 

ay. 

Two years ago the dog, a mild-mannered tramp, 

came to the elevator, and has made his home 
since in the recesses of the huge* structure, pick- 
ing up his living as best he could. In his solitude 
the tramp lost the air of a persecuted and much 
kicked canine, and returned to the original wild 
dog state, all the veneer of generations among 
mankind being scratched off. All this season he 
has roamed over the elevator, alert at the ap- 
proach of man and quick to make his escape. 
Cornered once or twice his would-be captors 
gave up the contest and scampered when they 
saw he would fight tothe death. Becoming a 
nuisance and a terror to the unarmed employés 
Patrick Canfield, foreman of the elevator, offered 
a reward of $5 to any one who would capture 
the dog. 
„Tom“ Davis, a colored stevedore, got the 
dog cornered yesterday, and determined to earn 
the reward, Then began a desperate fight. 
Davis withaclub kept the infuriated animal 
from seizing him, and gradually drove the dog to 
the dock, where there was a large gang of men to 
aid in the capture. Once on the dock the dog 
succeeded in breaking through Davis’ guard, and 
fastened his teeth on the colored man's throat. 
Before others could assist him man and dog 
rolled into the river. The dog then let go his 
hold, and Dayis continued to fight with his club. 
He finally succeeded in giving a blow that 
stunned the brute, and both were fished out. The 
dog was then put inan improvised cage, and 
came to after a time. Davis was badly hurt, but 
he had well earned $25 for the Fourth. 


Yattaw's Gondola Cleopatra. 

The customs officers are puzzled ever the ap- 
plication of Black Jack Yattaw to have pa- 
pers issued to his new bumboat. Yattaw in his 
application called the boat the “Gondola Cleo- 
patra,”’ but tne United States Government does 
not recognize gonodolas in its classification of 
boats. The craft is 66 feet long and W feet wide 
and consists of five pontoons. Now pontoon 
boats are also not recognized. Capt. Hall, who 
measured the bumboat, thinks it ought to be 
called a schooner, as it is nearer a schooner than 
any other rig. It has three masts with square 
sails, but the sails are rag | a subterfuge to 
get Government papers, as ey would not pro- 
pel the boat @ mile 4 day except in a cyclone. 

Papers will probabiy be issued, as the Govern- 
ment does not consider the question of morals 
in navigation. Before that is done, however, the 
full list of people interested in the Chicago Har- 
bor Yacht Club, which is given as the owner of 
the bumboat, must be filed at the Custom- House, 
As several people of respectable social standing 
are said to have taken an interest in me bum-’ 
boat traffic, with “Black Jack” as a side specu- 
lation this season, the list will be an interesting 
one. Yuttaw douodtiess has the advice of lawyers 
in this latest attempt to get around the payment 
of a city liquor license by having bis boat duly 
registered, He proposes to take the new bum- 
boat to an auchor off Jackson Park, transport- 
ing his patrons to and from shore on a small tug. 


Heavy Corn Movement to Baltimore. 

Within the last two days the Anchor Line has 
taken 500.000 bushels of corn for Baltimore ex- 
port at 6 cents a bushel. A large amount of 
ocean tonnage in sight at Baltimore is the cause 
of this heavy grain movement. Montreal just 
now is taking no export grain, ana Boston is not 
receiving much. ’ 

The row among the line agents over the Ta- 
coma’s wheat charter from Milwaukee at 2% 
cents continues. General Manager Henry of the 
Lehigh Valley, whois in town, yesterday stated 
the shipment was on a through rate to New 
York. The line agents claimed that this ar- 
rangement had beep made after the charter in 
order to’shield the Lehigh Valley from breaking 
the agreement. They also said the Lehigh Val- 
ley in order to fix matters had taken the wheat 
from Buffalo to New York at canal rates, said to 
be the lowest rail rate ever made to New York. 
Seldom has one charter raised a bigger breeze 
than the Tacoma’s both here and at Buffalo. 

The impression was general that the agree- 
ment will be declared off; but the stevedores’ 
strike has made the lines in no hurry to charter 
tHeir boats.

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‘THEY ARE OF NIGHTLY OCCURRENCE 


AT JOHANNESBEBG. 


According an English Tourist That 
Piace a Good One to Keep Away 
From—The Police Afraid to Interfere 
with the Lawless Element—Swedish 
Steel Shipped te This Country as the 
English Article—Prosperity of South 
Dakota. 


Sidney Millen, an English tourist who is at 
the Palmer House, says crime more than 
fiourishes at Johannesberg, and that while 
the population of the place is only 3,800 the 
magistrate disposes of about 250 cases each 
day, exclusive of civil cases. The punish- 
ment for the various offenses varies from 
twenty-five lashes to six months at hard la- 
Dor. 

In order that the magistrate may finish his 
work each day he has littie time for hearing 
testimony. The evidence is hurriedly gone 
over and as a rule the prisoners are found 
guilty. 

The prison is not fit for a stable. It is said 
that half half the prisoners escape. Orne 
er undergoing sentence for bank robbery 

has escaped four times within a few weeks. 
Conspiracies against the jailers are of com- 
mon occurrence. Littie attention is paid to 
murders on account of their frequency. 
‘There is one strange thing about Johannes- 
berg muraers. Nearly all the victims are 
mutilated. The town is not lighted at night, 
the darkness encouraging crime. After 
nightfall the place is completely in the hands 
of the lawless element. The police are afraid 
for their lives and seldom attempt to make 
an arrest. Robberies are so frequent that it 
is useless to report them to the police. 


A. C. Elfdaros, a steel manufacturer of 
Sweden, was at the Gran Pacific a few 
hours yesterday, and left for the Pacific 
coast in the evening. When asked to talk 
shop he said: 

“While we get better steel than is pro- 
duced here, the quantity you turn out is 
enormous. One of the big mills in the United 
States will turn out as mnch in a month as 
Will all the plants of Sweden put together. 
Labor is the big item ‘of a here. The 
highest wages we pay is hty cents a ton. 
Our chief expense is fuel. e pay unskilled 
labor from twenty-five to forty-five cents a 

ay, and the men work ten hours. Formerly 
an Ta hours was a day’s work, but expe 
rience has shown that ten hours is enough 
for any man to work. 

“Sweden is so nearly out of the world that 
our profits are eaten up 4 middlemen. Our 
steel and . . rchasea by the English, 
who chan and ship it to America 
as pure A steel.“ The American man- 
ufacturers don’t know how to make steel by 
the Bessemer process. They push their fur- 
maces to produce a quality. The American 
furnaces are so large that the product is 


poor. 
“Emigration from Sweden is increasing 
each year.”’ 


“South Dakota’s first year as a State will 
be the most prosperous it has known,” said 
J. W. Bailey. “Never has there been such 
confidence in the farms and mines. Every 
section of the State can show crops that have 
never been equaled. Stock-raisers have done 
well during the year, and the mines have 
beaten their records. The destitution stories 
have been forgotten, and the Governor nas 
over $6,000 of relief money that he will return 
to the contributors in the East.“

SIGNED THE ANTI-PINKERTON LAW. 


Text of the Measure Which Has Received 
the signature of New Jersey's Governor. 
New York, July 1.— [Special. Gov. 

Abbett of New Jersey has signed the anti- 

Pinkerton law which was passed during the 

last session of the Legislature of that State. 


The text of the law follows: 

No Sheriff of a county, Mayor of a city, or 
other person authorized by law to appoint spe- 
cial Deputy-Sberiffs, special constables, Mar- 
shals, policemen, or other peace officers in this 
State, to preserve the public peace and prevent 
or quell public disturbances, shall hereafter ap- 

int as such special deputy, special constable, 

arshal, policéman, or other peace officer any 

rson who shall not be acitizen of the State of 
New Jersey, and no person shall assume or exer: 
cise the functions, powers, duties, or privileges 
incident and belonging to the office of special 
Deputy-Sher‘ff, special constable, Marshal, or 
policeman, or other peace officer without having 
first received his appointment in writing from 
the lawfully constituted authorities of the State.

BALTIMORE AND OBIO WILL USE THE 
NORTHERN PACIFIC TERMINALS. 


An Arrangement ihat Will. Afford That 
Road Better Terminal Facilities in This 
City than It Now Enjoys— Eastern Man- 
agers Meet Today to Consider Ways and 
Means for the Settlement of the War on 
Dressed-Beef Rates. 


It is undersjeod that negotiations have 
been completéd between the Baltimore and 
Ohio railway cbmpany and tae Northern Pa- 
cific railway company whereby the former is 
to ruu its trains from Whiting over the Chi- 
cago and Calumet Terminal and the Great 
Western Terthinal roads, which are now 
owned and controlled by the Northern Pa- 
cific, into the Wisconsin Central Depot, cor- 
ner of Harrison street and Fifth ave- 
nue. The Bajtimore ana Ohio for some time 
past has been negotiating with the Nortu- 
ern Pacitic (Wisconsin Central) and also 
with the Western Indiana with a view of se- 
cur.ng increaged depot facilities and termi- 
nals in this city, and since the absorption of 
the Chicago amd Calumet terminal by the 
Northern Faqifle it has codcluded to join 
hands with the latter, as it will afford much 
greater facilives than it could get by using 
the Western Indiana terminais. At present 
the Baltimore and Ohio comes into the city 
over the tracks of the Illinois Central. The 
facilities tor handling its freight on the 
Lake-Front ate very meager, as the Lilinois 


Contral furgisnes it with but one 
freight-house: of small dimensions 
a little north of the Randolph street 


viaduct. Its passenger station in tne rear of 
the Exposition Building at the foot of Mon- 
roe street will soon have to be vacgted, as 


all the structures now on the Lake-Front | 


willno doubt be demolished before long. 
Besides the Illinois Central objects to tne 
Baltimore and Ohio using its tracks any 
longer on the ground that its contract with 
that company has expired. The question re- 
garding the use of the Illinois Central tracks 
by the Baltimore and Ohio has already been 
decided against the latter in the courts. 
Under the grrangement with the Northern 
Pacific the Baltimore and Ohio will have a 
less direct entrance into the city than here- 
tofore, but it has better facilities for the 
handling of its freight and passengers than it 
has enjoyed heretofore. But by far the most 
important gain it makes by the new arrange- 
meot is that it secures direct connections 
with every Western and Northwestern road 
centering inithis city over ube Chicago and 
Calumet and Great Western Terminal roads, 
Running into the same depot with the North- 
ern Pacitic (Wisconsin Central) and the Chi- 
cago, St. Paul and Kansas secures it the 
bulk of tne’ traffic from these roads. The 
Chicago and Calumet Terminal is soon to be 
connected with the Great Western Terminal 
by building 4 new line from La Grange east 


toaconnection witn the latter, and as soon 


as this is done the Baltimore and Ohio will 
vacate its present depot on the Lake-Front. 


IMPORTANT MEETING OF MANAGERS. 


Eastern and Western Roads Are Going to 
| Stop Rate Wars. 

Important meetings of the managers of the 
Central Traffic Association and Western 
Freight Asséciation roads wilt be held in the 
‘‘Rookery today. The tormer is to con- 
sider ways and means to stop the present 
war on dressed-beef rates and also dispose of 
the question of mileage on private Cars, on 
which several roads are known to pay one 
cent per mile and over, while under the rule 


of the association only three-quarters 
of a cent per mile is allowed. 
Dressed-beef rates from Cnhicaco o 


Boston and New Vork have lately come down 
from 48 cents per 100 pounds to 30 cents per 
100 pounds; and the Grand Truok has al- 
ready given notice of its intention to make @ 
Nennt rate on and after July 3 Whether 
tue latter rate is to be met or not by the 
Lake Shore and the other roads depends en- 
tirely upon the action of today’s meeting. 
The trouole regarding dressed-beef rates 
arises from the demand of the Grand Trunk 
to be allowed to make a differential of three 
cents per 100 pounds via Montreal on the 
ground that the route is longer than by the 
direct lines and at even rates it could not get 
a proportion of tne traffic. 

A similar war was fought about two years 
ago. wen the dressed-beef rates went down to 
5 cents per 100 pounds. Wen that war was 
settled and rates were. restored the Grand 
Trunk was allowed to make a differential of 
15 cents per 100 pounds. This roud getting 
more thania fair proportion with that differ- 
ential, the Grand Trunk was very 4 cut down 
to a3cente differential, which it has applied 
ever since, The Canadian Pacific, having 
lately come imto this city over the: Wabash, 


also applied a 3 cents differential, 
having a longer line even than the 
Grand Trunk. As this had the effect of de- 


priving the Lake Shore of some of its dressed- 
beef traffic, the latter jumpedin and declared 
that no differentials should be allowed any of 
the roads and met the rates made by the 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific. The 
latter insist upon their difforential and re- 
fuse to stop the fight until the otner roads 
assent to it. The Lake Shore officials claim 
that time contracts nad been made by its 
Canadian competitors and that they haa 
been paying a greater ,mileage than is al- 
lowed under the rules. The Grand Trunk 
denies this and claims to have maintained 
rates better than any of the American roads. 

The Western managers will take up the 
report of a special committee appointed 
some time ago to effect an arrangement for 
the advance in rates to the Missouri River 
on the basis of 75 cents per 100 pounds. But 
as present rates are not maintained it is hard- 
ly probable that thc rates can be advanced 
at this time. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 


A Mortgage Issued by a Consolidated Road 
Ie Void. 

Judge Tuley yesterday heia that a mort- 
gage executed by a railroad consolidated out 
of several railroads was void because thd 
laws of Illinois prohibit the consolidation of 
railroads outside the State. The ruling was 
made on the-demurrer to the bill of the 
American Loan and Trust company against 


‘the Chicago, Freeport and St. Paul 
railroad company, the Minnesota and 
Northwestern, the Metropolitan Trust 


company of New York, and Robert Benson 
of London to foreclose a mortgage of 
$160,000 on eighteen miles of the St. Charles 
road from Maywood to St. Charies in Kane 
County. This line is said to be worth $300,- 
600. Ihe Chicago. Freeport and St. Charles 
company Was organized as an Illinois cor po- 
ration in December, 1881, with a capital of 
$3,625,000, to continue in business fifty vears. 
It extends from Chicago to the north line of 
the State. The Chicago, Freeport and North- 
western railroad company March 21, 1852, in 
accordance with the laws of Illinois, was 
consolidated with the Chicago, Freeport and 
St. Paul. The tormer road was a corpora- 
tion organized under the laws of Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. The capital stock of the 
consolidated company was $14,000,000, and it 
was authorized to borrow at we rate of 0, 
000 per mile on its roadbed for the purpose of 
compleung the road, to issue bonds and 
mortgage its property to that end. The con- 
soliwated roads formed a continuous line over 
which through trains could be handled. 
April 10, 1884, the consolidated corporation 
gave 4 mortgage on the old St. Charies line 
to the Americun Loan and Trust company to 
secure bonds to the amount of $160,000. 

it is said that in December, 1886, the con- 
solidated‘lines gave à trust deed to the Metro- 

litan Trust company of New York and 
Robert H. Benson of London to secure the 
payment of bonds to the amount of m 
yuo. The Metropolitan Trust company claim 
a-prior lien to that of the American Trust 
company on the St. Charles line, as that line 
was inciuded in its mortgage on the consol- 
idated road.

DR, EDWARD H HORSEY PASSES AWAY. 
— 
Death of the Paimer House Physician— 
Sketch % His Life. 

Dr. Edward H. rsey, one pf the most 
widely-known physi s of Chicago, died at 
the Palmer House Bt 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, Though Be had been suffering 
from a complication @f minor diseases, yet 
the hot weather had 
breaking down his st 


ngth, He did not com- 


plain of serious illness until about a week 


ago, after which he graduaily fuiled. | 

Dr. Horsey was a popular man profession- | 
ally and socially. For nearly fifteen years | 
he had been the house physician at the Palm- 
er House. He was a successful practi- 
tioner, was universally respected by tke 
members of his profession, and counted 
among his personal friends many of the most | 
prominent people of the city. 

D>. Mersey canmie to Chicago in 1869 and 
opened an officeon the West Side. A few 
years later he accepted the position he after- 
wards held at tne Palmer House. He wus a 
native of Kingston, Ont., where he was born 
fifty-four years ago. His father was for 
many years the Government architect, and 
designed and built the provincial prison at) 
Kingston, One of Mr. Horsev’s brotners is 
now the Government architect at Ottawa, 
Can., another is a physician, and a third is 
practicing dentistry im Buenos Ayers. Dr. 
Horsey was educated at the Queen’s Univer- 
sity in Kingston, and was graduated in 59. 
His brother-in-law, Dr. Fowler, is now at tne 
head of the institution. Soon after his graa- 
uation Dr. Horsey began the practice of med- 
icine in Montreal. Ihe Civil. War io this 
country having broken out he decided to 
offer his services tothe Union and did so. 
He was assigned to duty in Army Square 
Hospital, Washington, under Dr. Bliss, and 
remained there througout the war. | 

Returuing to Montreal he resumed prac: 
tice, remaining there until he came to Chi- 
cago. | 

Dr. Horsey practiced among the best fami- 
lies of the city. He was the family physician 
of P. D. Armour, Lycureus Lain, J. W. 
Doane, Marshall Field, Potter Palmer, and 
other well known peopie, P. D. Armour was 
with him when he digd. For the last eight 
years Dr. Horsey bad ut tbe summer at 
Kingston, where be n builta handsome 
house. . | 

About a week ago he complained of severe 
illness and Drs. Coleman and Lackersteen 
found that he was suffering from a chronie 
disease. Monday afternoon the physicians 
performed an operation. But tne hot 
weather. seemed to affect him greatly, 
At midnight he sent for his old college friend, 
Dr. Purdy, who saw that the case was of the 
utmost seriousness. Dr. Purdy was able to 
revive his patient only temporarily, and re- 
mained with him unt o’ciock yesterday 
morning. An hour later Dr. Purdy returned 
to tind tnat his patient was sinking fast ane 
that tnere was no hope of his recovery. Dr, 
Horsey lingered untii 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. 

Dr, Horsey leaves a widow, but no children. 
The body will be taken to Kingston for in- 
terment, and will probably leave Chicago this 
afternoon. Dr. Purdy says of Dr. Horsey: 
He was one of the noblest men Lever knew. 
I nave been intimately acqutiuted with him 
since we were boys. He was a manof fine 
business ability. He madea great deal of 
money outside of his profession. He hada 
rare faculty of making triends. To. know 
him was to admire him. His hobby 
was the study of mechanics. He was 
always working on some invention. He 
came pretty near making a fortune on one of 
his inventions. He patented a device to keep 
freight cars from going into the ditch when 
they became derailed. During a trial in 
Chicago the patent worked to perfection and 
he had received an offer for the invention. 
At a subsequent trial in Montreal it failea 
utterly, owing to the fact that the cars used 
in the test were too light. He had also been 
working on an embaiming process which he 
hoped to perfect. He belonged to no secret 
societies.“ 8

Ex-Senator Kiddie Will Accept Ne Com- 
promise in the Way of Money. 

That exceptionaliy smooth young man 

named Alfred Post is stiil locked up in the 


Town of Terre Haute, wnich is in Indiana. - 


He was making a sturdy eftort to get out 
when he was last heard from by ex-Senaior 
Francis Riddle, who is after him, and failing 


success in this line he was preparing to fight | 


lustily against a requisition that would bring 
him back to the scene of his old operawons. 

The charge against Mr. Post is embezzle- 
ment. Mr. Post, it may be remembered, pur- 
chased a lot of fine horses when he was oper- 
ating his campaign against the railroad capi- 
tal of Illinois, and when the campaign came 
to an unfortunate end or as soon 
after that as the courts couid get to 
work, the horses were turned over to Mr. 
Riddle, to whom Mr. Post owed a consider- 
able sum of money for fees. Mr: -Ridale 
didn’t have much use for the horses as 
horses. He wanted to sell them, and he 
turned them over again to Mr. Post to con- 
duct the negotiations of sale. Ihe first he 
knew, so he says, Mr. Post had disposed of 
the horses, with some vehicies that went 
with them, and moved away with the money. 
In consequence Mr. Riddie swore out war- 
rants for Mr, Post’s arrest on the charge of 
embezziement and notified the police of Indi- 
ana to look out for the ingenious young 
financier. . 

Mr. Riddle was in his office yesterday 
afternoon waiting for news from Indiana. 

Have ‘you heard from Post?’ he was 
asked. ; 

Not directly. He is still locked up in In- 
diana, lam informed. Several telegrams in 
his behalf have come in today asking on 
what terms I would settle. 1 have replied to 
all of them ih the same way: I won't set- 
tle for money.“ | 

What do you propose to da then?” : 

I'm going to open the doors of the pen- 
itentiary wide tor that fellow and push him 
through. It is time an end was put to his 
career. The grand jury has found an in- 
dictment against him for emoezzlement, 
which consists simply in pocketing $4,400, or 
something like that sum, which properly be- 
longed to me. I don’t care tor the money. 
I've run along without it pretty well so far 
and I guess 1 can continue to live without it. 
To tell you the truth, 1 don’t think 
I would get a cent even if I were 
to assent to a compromise. What I want is 
punishment for this man. He won’t be back 
for some time, however. He has hireda 
lawyer in Indianapolis who will fight the 
Lilinois requisition before the Governor 
there. I think we'll get him back, though.“ 

„Has he money!“ 

„1 don’t know. I suppose he has the 
$41,400. He wears plenty of big diamonds, 
and the N who travels with him 
and feeds him in jail is dressed better than 
any woman of my acquaintance in Chicago 
and fairly shives with diamonds. I suppose 
they're worth a good deal of money.” 

The horses sold by Post were valuabie 
blooded stock.

How Post Explains Matters.

Local creditors have been capiasing 
him of late, and his horse trainer, Billy Ma- 
loney, left a few days ago. saying harsh 
things about nim. Detective Plunket, who 
arrived from Chicago this morning, was 
closeted with Post several,hours. Post em- 


_phatically denies that he; sold any of the 


horses here. He claims that Riddle seta 
schedule price on the horses at which he 


was to seli them. This he did, and 
realized about $400 in Chicago. He 
did not turn it over to Riddle 


because the latter had not carried out his 
part of the contract with Post in the collec- 
tion of a note for $25,000. Riddle had in- 
dorsed an $18,000 note of Post, for doing 
which he charged $4,500. Post then turned 
over to Riddle the note of J. J. Wort for $25,- 
000, which Riddle was to collect and pay Post

Jackson Park Flas All ‘the Reguirements, 
CHICAGO. June 30.—{Hditor of The Tribune. ]— 
Almost every one seems to have had something 
to say through the press upon the subject of a 
site for the World's Pair. Now, suppose you al- 
low me to take a hand in and hear what I have 
to say: 
1. The requirements for a site I conceive to be, 
and most important of all, that the site shall 
have plenty of room. whether the Fair shall re- 
quire 1,000, or 1,500 ucres—plenty of room for 
every department of the Fair in one and the same 
inclosure, and pienty of room for approaches, so 
that there shall be no congestion anywhere. 

2. That it be located upon the shbre of the lake 
—for effect, and so that it can be reached by 
water as well as by lana. 

3. That it be located where there is good drain-

4. That it be located so that every railroad en- 
tering the city can connect with it and run trains 
to it direct, bringing thousands to the Fair every 
morning direct. within a radius of 100 miles of 
Chicago, and taking them back to their homes 
every 12 in the same manner.

A Colored Man 
* erate to Africa. 

New ALBANY, Ind., June 80.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ] — Through your columns you have dope 
a good deal of good for humanity. Now, there is 
another field for you which I dare say you have 
never thought of, It is to use your paper in be- 
half of the colored people. not only of the South, 
but for all of them in the United States. 

It has been demonstrated by Stanley that 
Africa is a good country to live in, and that the 
English Government intends to undertake to form 
some kind of a government there. Would it not 
be a wise thing for the United States to join 
Great Britain and make large appropriations 
and help as many of the colored people to go 
there as would wish to doso? They could thus 
populate the country with an English-speaking 
people, and open up to their mutual advantage a 
great country. 

It is a fact that the race issue in this country 
eventualiv will become a serious affair, and we 
can save our posterity lots of trouble by doing 
something now. The colored peopie are increas- 
ing in numbers much faster than the whites are, 
barring immigration. And it must also be appar- 
ent to every intelligent colored mun that this al- 
ways will be a white man's dominion, and their 
only chance is emigration. 

This cannot be made a political issue for the 
reason that if the colored people all leave the 
South the census of 1900 will cut down the -repre- 
sentation, and thus deprive the South of count- 
ing them but not voting them. |But not one in 
fitty will ever migrate to Africa.} And on the 
other hand, if they all leave the North it will 
cut down the Repubiican-majority. [Very few 
will go there from the North. 

Iam a colored man, and I gertainly believe 
that Africa is our home and the place we should 
go, and that the United States should do some- 
thing towards helping us back to the country 
where our forefathers were stolen from. 

This could be done by degrees, locating, say, 
10,000 families and furnishing them means to sub- 
sist on and forming a nucleus around which 
many other families would join at their own ex- 
pense, and in twenty years the race question 
would be solved and but very few colored people 
left on the American continent, All we want is 
assistance to get stagted. I would like to hear 
from other colored people on this question, and 
also to know what the white people think of it. 
I think if this was discussed the result would be 
an appropriation of a hundred millions of dollars 
to carry out this scheme, and I do not doubt that 
Great Britain, when it understood the benefit of 
getting English-speaking people in its territory, 
would willingly assist. ADAM JEFFERSON. 


The “ite for the Fair. 

CHICAGO, July 1.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
After a residence of two months in your beautiful 
city, with the intention of permanently joining 
your ranks, may I take the liberty of expressing 
my views on the site question’ I have come to 
regard the future of Chicago an important factor 
of the problem. As the entrepotof the largest 
and most fertile river valley in thé world it is 
not only possible but probable that within a 
hundred years this city will be the most pop- 
ulous on which the sun will shine. A population 
of not less than 5.000.000 is a conservative esti- 
mate. In most every respect the growth of the 
city will take care of itseif, but for places of pop- 
ular recreation—parks and pleasure grounds—it 
is necessary to exercise forethought and prepare 
for them in advance. Now is the opportunity of 
opportunities for this purpose. The entire Lake- 
Front on both sides of the river should be de- 
voted to the pleasure of the people and on ascale 
of grandeur commensurate with the future 
need. The locaton of the railroad and the 
litigation that grows out of it are disturbing ele- 
ments, but the method I am going to suggest of 
dealing with them may perhaps lead us out of 
the difficulty. I would not change the location 
of the railroad. On no account let it fasten ite 
iron tentacles on the new sbore nor swallow five 
of the Unest blocks of the city front. Let it be 
induced. as I think it can be, to place its tracks 
upon a handsome viaduct, under the arches of 
which the people may at all times safely pass to 
the park and boulevard beyond. For the present 
exigency let piles be driven out into the lake and 
floored over as a temporary foundation for the 
Fair, vo be filled up at your leisure when litiga- 
tion is ended and the city can conveniently bear 
the expense. The sale of the land east of Michi- 
gan avenue, north of Monroe street, would fur- 
nish a good part of the funds for the 
purpose. The driving of the piles would ren- 
der it unnecessary to disturb the muddy bottom 
of the lake or excite the fears of timid sanitari- 
ans for the beaith of the city. On the temporary 
foundation thus secured erect two buildings of 
steel and giass, one of moderate size to be per- 
manent, and both together of ample dimensions 
for all the exhibi's except those of agriculture 
and live stock, which can be accommodated in 
an annex at Jackson Park. One ticket of ad- 
mission will entitle the visitor to entrance at 
both, with free transportation by boat or rail, at 
his option, between the two. Steam barges could 
also ply between the Fair grounds and the North 
Side, as well as to and from various points on 
the river. Tois would solve the problem of 
transportation, for it would bring the Fir to the 
people instead of bringing the people to the Fair. 
It would also put golden hinges on the whole en- 
térprise, for on a site so accessible and cooled by 
the breezes of the lake the people of Chicago 
alone, one and a quarter millions if you count 
them. but twiee as many if weighed, would in- 
sure its financral success. EDWIN REED.
